The significance of this revelation 
lies in the open charge of Senator 
Walsh of Montana, th a t republican 
members of the Investigating com­ 
mittee a ttem pted to hinder his in­ 
quiry until the "s c a n d a l” was really 
brought to light.

Houston, Texas, Feb. 27. — 
Twenty-seven Mexican prisoners 
at the Blue Ridjre state* prison, 
18 miles south of here, escaped 
during the night by sawing 
through the door of a "bull pen” 
and crawling from underneath 
the building. 
Every available police officer from 
the Houston force, deputies from the 
sheriff's office and 
prison 
guards 
Joined citizens in searching for the 
prisoners. 
They followed a track 
with 
40 bloodhounds trailing foot 
prints In the marshy ground. 
Two of the prisoners w*ere ca p tu r­ 
ed in the sw am p a few miles from 
the prison, and two others were t a k ­ 
en into custody when they entered a 
Houston 
resta u ran t. 
Several 
of 
those who escaped were serving life 
terms for murder. 
The Blue Ridge prison 
contains 
2.*10 convicts, all Mexicans. 
It is lo­ 
cated in a clearing in the midst of a 
densely wooded and marshy section. 
Streams in the lowlands are r u n n in g 
bank full and the ground Is soft and 
aoggy, m aking w alking difficult.

S. Veterans tubercular hos­ 
pital, the securing of which was dis­ 
cussed at length at the meeting of 
the League Inst month. 
If the ap­ 
propriation for th** hospital Is secur­ 
ed It will be erected at a cost of $1 - 
600,000. 
The League thanked Mr, 
Tai rn for his generous offer. 
It went 
on record as favoring concerted a< - 
tlon on the part of ail civic organisa­ 
tions to secure the Institution for the 
vicinity of Brainerd. 
H. F. Michael was the speaker of 
th** evening and spoke on beautifying 
Brainerd. 
He said In part: 
"The progress 
of

clearly outlined by the appearance of 
the homes of 
a 
community. 
The 
hastily 
constructed 
cabin 
of 
the 
pioneer showed no evidence of beauty 
only the bare necessities of life were 
provided for. 
As the community develops beauty 
Is given more 
attention 
until 
the 
older and most stable communities 
are characterized by shrubbery, trees 
and flowers and the homes present a 
beautiful appearance 
He said that he 
wanted 
to 
see 
Brainerd beautiful for tIii »*«■ reasons: 
First was beauty for 
the 
sake 
of 
beauty. 
He said that the tourist to 
California and Florida always soot 
buck postal cards showing luxuriant 
growth and told of its beauty and of 
the pleasure of it. 
Brainerd Is In a 
clim ate where luxuriant growth i 
impossible but that 
we 
have 
far 
greater possibilities than we reallf ■. 
Brainerd has no one thing 
to 
dis­ 
tinguish it from hundreds of other 
cities of Its size but if each citizen 
would care for his own 
door 
yard, 
Brainerd could claim the distinction 
of h* ing Minnesota’s prettiest city 
i 
distinction well worth white. 
Second, beauty for the education 
of our youth. Youth will Wiver reu* Ii 
its best until it receives well round 
ed education. 
Our 
school 
grounds 
should be made beautiful or at least 
that portion in front of th*1 building. 
This appearance would create a de­ 
sire for beauty which would be re­ 
flected later in more beautified homes 
in which greater contentment should 
result. 
Third, beauty for profits sake. 
A 
beautiful city would raise the value 
of property al very little cost. $25.00 
to $50.00 cannot be expended In a 
more practical way to Increase the 
value of property and this may b.» 
spent over a term of years. 
Should 
a ward organize Hnd tach household• 
cr put out trees, shrubs ami flowers 
that ward will Immediately become 
more desirable as a resident section 
and consequently property would in 
crease In value. 
The distinction Brainerd might a t­ 
tain was illustrated by the four main

It was P. B. Nettleton, years ago, who first augftftttd a tour­ 
ist park for Brainerd when such a convenience was utterly un­ 
known in the middle west. 
It was P. B. who first planted a patch 
of alfalfa at the old court hovse, just to the west of the steps, 
before any one here knew' who Mr. Grimm of alfalfa fame was. 
It was Mr. Nettleton, again, shortly before leaving for his winter 
residence at Seattle, where his son is a millionaire lumber m anu­ 
facturer, who came to the Dispatch with the suggestion that su­ 
gar beets was a good crop for this section and meant ready money 
for the fanners. 
Culture of sugar beets has been taken up by the North Da­ 
kota Dairymen’s association which has invited Charles If. Allen, 
president of the Farm ers Sugar Co., of Defiance, Ohio, to address 
their members at the state dairym en’s convention at Grand Forks, 
N. I)., on March 4. 
Mr. Allen will outline initial steps in a move­ 
ment that many state agricultural leaders believe will result in 
making North Dakota one of the leading sugar producing states 
in the country. 
Sugar is grown, not manufactured, officials of the state dairy 
association point out. 
Chemically it is nothing but sunshine and 
w ater—carbon taken from the air as a result of the sun’s action on 
plant leaves and hydrogen and oxyg<*n secured from the rain. The 
beet merely stores up sunshine and water, and when the store­ 
room is returned to the* farm in the form of pulp, no fertility has 
been taken from the soil. 
Experience in Denmark and certain sections of the Foiled 
States where sugar beet culture and dairying are carried on to­ 
gether, shows that sugar beet pulp can best be put back on the 
farm in the form of dairy feed in combination with alfalfa and 
grain. 
Beet pulp balances the ration, acts as a laxative, and pre­ 
vents the danger of over-feeding protein. 
Without soft feed, es­
